That th* assessment committee of 
db* county hoard hah the power to I 
Increase. the assessment, on moneys 
and credits, or any other property, 
pr to lower it as the cape may ho 
In any district, or districts, in order 
to equalize the assessm ent is the 
substance of a ruling by Nils P. Hau­ 
gen, state commissioner of assess­ 
ments at Madison, made on request 
of the La Crosse county district at­ 
torney. 
Two years ago a ruling was made 
by the district attorney, that the 
committee had no power to increase 
the assessment on moneys in any 
town unless they first took evidence. 
The returns of credits have always 
been very small, so the committee 
through its chairman John Kindley, 
requested the 
distinct attorney to 
write to the state tax commissioner 
and determine exactly what its pow­ 
ers are. 
The following 
letter which has 
been received in reply, quotes Mr. 
Thompson’s letter, and then proceed* 
to answer it fully: 
“Octobber 25, 1909. 
“Mr. James Thompson. District At­ 
torney. La Crosse, W is: 
“Dear 8ir: 
We are in receipt of 
the following letter from you, dated 
October 23rd: 
“ ‘The chairman of the committee 
on assessments of the oonntv board 
of La Crosse county requests joe, in 
his behalf to subm it to you the fol­ 
lowing in regard to the assessment* 
of moneys and credits in said coun­ 
ty. 
“ The assessm ents of moneys and 
credits, for this year, in said coun­ 
ty. show 
about 
$1,693,000.00, of 
which the sum of $1,600,000.00 is 
In the city of La Crosse; whereas 
the towns, villages and cities out­ 
side of La Crosse have listed only 
$90,000.00. 
“ ‘The 
chairman of the assess, 
ment comm ittee is convinced that 
the assessors in the various towns 
villages and cities, outside of La 
Crosse, have failed to comply with 
the law in assessing credits. In fact, 
in some towns, no attempt whatever 
seems to have been made to list the 
same. He says, for instance, that the 
several banks in the villages outside 
of La Crosse show large deposits, 
but the assessment roll shows prac­ 
tically no credits. 
“ ‘The chairman of said committee 
would be pleased to receive your ad­ 
vice as to what means the county 
board, and. particularly, it* commit­ 
tee on assessments should pursue in 
order to equalize this phase of the 
ase8sraent question; whether It would 
be permissible for said comm ittee ta 
alter, or change both; 
that 
is to 
say. to lower the amount of credits 
in the city of La Crosse and to raise 
the amount thereof outside of the 
city of La Crosse; or, to simply raise 
the assessments o f credits outside 
of said city; or, to disregard the as­ 
sessment of credits entirely and base 
th# county apportionment solely upon 
the other property, leaving credits 
out of consideration 
entirely. 
It 
seems to be the Idea of the chairman 
that he would like to disregard cred­ 
its entirely if permitted so to do. 
" ‘If you are milling to suggest 
mbit in your opinion is the best plan 
to pursue, under the above circum­ 
stances. for said committee in its 
^ork of making the county appor­ 
tionment. m*ill you kindly send me 
your . answer in time so that said 
committee may have the same be­ 
fore it at its meeting on November 
1st?’ 
The Reply 
“As the proceedings of the county 
hoard to subject to review by this 
commission on appeal, it may be 
somewhat questionable as to whether 
the commission should express any 
definite views in regard to matters 
presented by you. It may be stated, 
however, in a general way that the 
statute under which the county board 
acts requires that body to assess each 
assessment district in the county at 
hp full value.

Court of Appeals Sustains 
the Judgment Against 
Gompers, Mitchell and 
Morrison Today 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nor. 2 — 
In an opinion the court of appeals 
of the District of Columbia today 
affirmed the judgment 
of 
Justice 
Wright of the supreme court of the 
District of Columbia in imposing Jail 
sentences 
on 
President 
Gompers, 
Vice-President Mitchell and Secre­ 
tary Morrison, of the American Fed-j 
eration of Labor, for contempt of 
court for violating the injunction in _ 
the Bucks Stove and Range case. 
The sentences were Gompers one 
year; Mitchell nine months and Mor­ 
rison six months. 
The opinion was rendered by As­ 
sociate Justice Van Orsdel and con­ 
curred in tty Justice Robb. 
Chief 
Justice Shepard dissented. 
‘‘Individual interest,” Justice Van 
Orsdel said, “dwindles into insigni­ 
ficance when compared yith the high­ 
er principles involved in this cause. 
The fundamental issue is whether the 
constitutional agencies of government 
shall be obeyed or defied. 
The mere 
fact that the defendants are the offi­ 
cers of organized labor In America 
lends importance to the cause and 
adds to the gravity of the situation 
but it should not be permitted to in­ 
fluence the result. 
If an organiza­ 
tion of citizens, however large, may 
disobey the mandates of the court, 
the same reasoning 
would render 
them subject to Individual defiance. 
The one has no greater right in the 
eyes of the law than the other. Both 
are subject to the law and neither 
are above it.” 
Nature of the charge 
The case grew* out of the action 
of the American Federation of Labor 
in placing the Bucks Stove and Range 
Company of St. Louis on the “Wa 
do not patronize” list in the month* 
ly official organ of the federation, 
following the failure to adjust t.hv 
dispute between the Metal Polishers 
union and the Bucks company io 
March 1907. 
The St. Louis concern obtained an 
injunction to prevent further use of 
their name In that connection. Al­ 
though omitting the name of the 
company from the “We do not pat­ 
ronize” list. Gompers and the other 
officials of the American Federation 
continued their campaign against the 
concern in editorials, public state­ 
ments and speeches. 
W ill Appeal Case 
Gompers and Mitchell are in New 
York City, Secretary* Morrison Is in 
Washington. 
All three 
are 
under 
bond. 
President Gompers had already de­ 
clared that if the decision of the 
court of appeals should go against 
him and hi sassociates, the case case 
would be carried up promtply to the 
supreme court of the United States. 
Dissenting Judge’s Opinions. 
Justice Van Orsdel carefully avoids 
any reference to the plea of the labor 
leaders that conviction of contempt 
in the case constituted an abridge­ 
ment of tbei rconstitutional 
rights 
of free speech, and free press. On the 
other hand Justice Shephard, in dis­ 
senting, bases his disagreement with 
the majority of the court on 
this 
ground, holding that the district su­ 
preme court was without authority to 
issue the injunction— in the broad 
form in which it was charged 
that 
Gompers and his associates violated 
— and, likewise, was not empowered 
to hold the men guilty of contempt. 
“I consider,” he declared, “that 
the court had jurisdiction as to the 
subject matter of the controversy and 
as to the parties, but I cannot agree 
that a decree rendered in excess 
of 
the power of the court— a 
power 
Umitd by express provision of 
tile 
constitution— 1s 
merely 
erroneous 
and not absolutely void.” 
The chief justice also holds 
to 
the opinion that ‘he injunction was 
inoperative and without effect pend­ 
ing granting of bond.

Un­ 
der the letter of the law any mer­ 
chant in La Crosse can compel any 
other merchant to give bond that ho 
will pay a license in case he does 
not, subsequent to giving such bond, 
satisfy the authorities that he is or 
will become a permanent fixture in 
the business community. Nor does 
the statute specify by what evidence 
such permanency may be proved. 
“The city ordinance does not de­ 
fine the term ‘transient’ merchant,,” 
said City Attorney John F. Doherty 
today, “but in my opinion a transient 
merchant is one who does not pay 
taxes here. 
The Law 
“The Wisconsin statutes, on th* 
other hand, say that A ‘TRANSIENT 
MERCHANT’ IS ONE 
WHO 
EN- 
GAGES TN THE VENDING OR SALE 
OF MERCHANDISE 
TEMPORAR­ 
ILY. AND DO EJS NOT INTEND TO 
BECOME. OR BECOME A PERMA­ 
NENT MERCHANT. 
According to 
another section of these statutes any 
person doing business in the state as 
a transient merchant, will be requir­ 
ed to pay a license into the state 
treasury of $75.00 annually, and in 
addition to this sum. must pay the 
city or county where such vending 
or sale is made a sum not to exceed 
$25.00. 
“Upon any person making com­ 
plaint that a merchant is a transient 
merchant, the statutes provide that 
such merchant shall give a bond, 
not to exceed $500, but in an amount 
to be determined by ordinance o» 
resolution, to guarantee 
the 
pay­ 
ment of the license. This bond shall 


If ever a set of money wanted a 
I literal demonstration of elastic cur­ 
rency. it was the council sitting as 
a committee of the whole last night 
w'hen the tax rate was advanced from 
19 mills in 1909 to 20 m ills for 1910.

Nov. I.—“lf Teresa 
Villereal. the girl revolutionist, was 
thrown into prison at Torreon, Mex­ 
ico, a week ago, It would be useless 
for anyone familiar with conditions 
south of the Rio Grande to hazard 
a guess where she may be now,” de­ 
clared John Kenneth Turner, author 
of ‘‘Barbarous Mexico.” today. 
"In Mexico,” he continued, “the 
federal prison authorities make no 
distinction where sex is considered. 
Senorita Villereal may be still con­ 
fined in the Torreon or may have 
been transferred 
to 
another Jail, 
where she would not be able to com* 
munfcate with anyone outside the 
prison walls. 
Sometime political prisoners die 
In Jail and then, of course, there is 
no occasion to stand them against 
a mud wall to face a line of rifles. 
It might be said with more than a 
shadow of truth that conditions in 
Jails are frequently made such that 
death will result before there is nee 
essity for execution, saving the au­ 
thorities much trouble. Polson has 
played Its part many times. Prisoners 
have been tortured until death is 
welcome and sanitary conditions arc. 
such that it might be impossible for 
a woman such as Senorita Villereal 
to survive many weeks.*
